Media One answers service questions

WILMINGTON - A representa- 


tive of Media One answered ques- 
tions concerning discounts and a 
previous problem over the summer 
at the WCTV committee meeting 
last night. 

AWilmingtonresident asked why 
the town does not have a discount 
for senior citizen subscribers. Timo- 
thy Murnane, a manager of govern- 
ment affairs for Media One, said 
that Media One offers the basic 
broadcast service to Wilmington 
residents. “It’s very affordable and 
it’s purely situational,” said 
Murnane. “The corporation feels it 
should be on a needs basis. 

Murnane explained that some 
towns do have discounts for senior 
citizens because there are existing 
licenses that need to be lived out 
that offer discounts. 

Adding to Murnane’s response, 
committee member Jeff Hull said, 
“I’ve been asked why Wilmington 
didn’t obtain a discount. We tried to 
negotiate this, but it was not agree- 
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able.” 

The committee also proposed 
questions surrounding problems 
that occurred last summer. Resi- 
dents experienced some problems 
with Media One, such as being put 
on hold for extensive periods of 
time when they called, according to 
Hull. He asked Murnane to explain 
the cause of the problems, and 
whether any steps have been taken 
toensure this would not occur again. 

Murnane said that Media One 
was rebuilding every community in 
the state last summer when the 
problems arose. This work led to an 
increase in phone calls. “We also 
offer new services, like Media One 
Express and we didn’t realize there 
would be such a demand for the 
products and services,” said 
Murnane. 

Murnane reassured committee 
members that steps have beentaken 
to eliminate the situation and keep 
it from happening again. Some of 
the solutions include the addition of 
350 customer service professionals

New building 
plan draws ire

WILMINGTON - Residents abut 
ting Analog Devices on 804 Woburn 
Street packed into town hall last 
night to voice their opposition to 
Analog’s proposed plan to expand 
an existing building and construct 
anew building and parking garage 

Brian Lawlor, PE with Symmes 
Maini and McKee Associates, de- 
scribed the proposed plan to the 
Planning Board and audience mem. 
bers. Lawlor said that Analog De- 
vices needs to expand to provide 
more office space anda clean-room 
environment. The plan includes the 
construction of a 56,000 square foot 
building. Lawlor confirmed they 
will have to file with the Zoning 
Board of Appeals because of the 
building's roof top equipment 

The building would decrease the 
number of parking spaces avail- 
able on the site. Therefore, the pro- 
posed 49,300 square foot parking 
garage would be needed to rectify 
the problem. The three story park- 
ing structure would supply 650 park- 
ing spaces, according to Lawlor 

The third element of the plan 
involves the expansion of the cen- 
tral utility plant, which was con- 
structed three to four years ago. 
“The proposed building would match 
the existing one on the site,” said 
Lawlor. 

But Ox Bow Drive residents, 
which abuts the site, adamantly 
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problems. Abutters gave a brief 
overview of the problems that in- 
clude a loud generator in an open 
parking area continuously running, 
banging from the site every 10 
minutes that actually causes their 
houses to rattle; the constant sound 
of water falls, the chemical smell of 
chlorine and traffic 

According toresidents, they have 
unsuccessfully tried to work with 
Analog Devices in the past to re- 
solve these problems. A letter from 
the residents to the Planning Board 
details their efforts. “The back park- 
ing lot that abuts the Ox Bow Drive 
residents has had the following ex- 
pansions: two buildings constructed, 
the nitrogen plant has been ex- 
panded and transformers have been 
added. This all took place and not 
one person living on Ox Bow Drive 
was notified,” reads the letter. “We 
have been chasing many issues in 
good faith by either meeting with 
their representatives in their facil- 
ity or at times in our yards. It is 
disheartening and concerning to 
think more building will take place, 
which means more problems for Ox 
Bow Drive residents.” 

Michael Abend from Abend As- 
sociates addressed some of the resi- 
dents’ traffic concerns, but he left 
the abutters with only more fears. 
Abend said that he conducted a 
traffic study that took into consid-

They are not just smaller 
versions of adults, but completely 
different in physiology.

trapped under the ice in Minnesota 
for more than 30 minutes, and re- 
vived. The technology for that was 
developed at KPTI. That's just one 
of hundreds of developments that 
Kiwanis clubs have helped to bring 
about. 

Fortunately no Wilmington child 
has had to be taken to KPTI for 
medical work of the kind they do. 
The club's goal is to keep the record 
intact, by keeping Wilmington chil- 
dren safe. 

Bicycle helmets will be on sale 
at a very reasonable price. The 
club does not make any profit on 
the sale of these helmets. There are 
child and adult sizes available. (Hel- 
mets aren't just for kids anymore! ) 

The Kiwanis Club of Wilmington 
urges parents to attend this rodeo 
with their children to protect their 
lives, because having no accident is 
better than surviving an accident. 

Wilmington Firefighters and 
Police Officers will be on hand to 
help with the rodeo donating their 
time. For four years they have been 
very supportive of this effort as 
they recognize it a well worth while. 
The WilmingtonD.P.W. is also help- 
ful in setting up the rodeo. 

The rodeo is FREE and runs 
from 9 a.m. to noon on Saturday, 
May 9.

Open space is dwindling 


Dear Editor: 

More than 20,000 acres are lost 
annually to development in Massa- 
chusetts. Everywhere I travel 
throughout the state, I see new 
homes popping up like mushrooms 
in farm fields and open spaces. This 
results in increased water pollu- 
tion, increased air pollution, less 
personal privacy, loss of native 
wildlife, and fewer recreational 
opportunities for Massachusetts 

sidents. Some communities in 

assachusetts are so hard pressed 
for open space that they are sug- 
gesting converting their parklands 
into possible sites for schools, fire 
stations, or other needed commu- 
nity services. A balance needs to be 
struck. 

As president of Massachusetts 
Audubon Society, I urge citizens to 
get involved in local efforts to pro- 
tect the land of Massachusetts. In- 
dividuals can help by contacting 
the Society or their local land trust, 
conservation commission, or legis- 
lators. In January, voters of Cape 
Cod rejected a land tax that would 
have protected open space on the 


Cape for the future. Cape residents 
overwhelmingly supported the idea 
of protecting land, but were op- 
posed to taxing only a limited per- 
centage of the population - real 
estate sellers - to do it. 

The loss of the referendum on 
Cape Cod cannot and should not 
slow our land protection efforts, If 
anything, it points to the greater 
need for a state wide land protec- 
tion mechanism through a self-im- 
posed tax, which gives individual 
towns the option to decide for them- 
selves how they will use or preserve 
their remaining land base. It is 
critical that this legislation moves 
forward this year because Massa- 
chusetts lands are falling to the 
plow - not the farm plow, but the 
plow that clears land of trees, 
bushes, shrubs, and top soil. Ad- 
vance planning and the realization 
of what could happen to the natural 
character of Massachusetts in fu- 
ture years are critical to our taking 
action now

One issue the candidates have 
addressed and is sure to be at the

quality public education. 

Michael Newhouse, who is chal- 
lenging long-time incumbent James 
Miceli for the Tewksbury-Wilming- 
ton seat, said that to “move educa- 
tion toward a new and better day” 
he intends to establish a Horace- 
Mann charter school for the 
district’s children. 

“Parents in Tewksbury and 
Wilmington should have even more 
options when it comes to their 
children’s education,” said 
Newhouse, a local attorney and 
Wilmington selectman. “We should 
have a charter school approach as 
aviable choice for our parents when 
deciding on the best education op- 
tion for their children.” 

According to Newhouse, surveys 
taken of the schools have produced 
favorable feedback. 

“In most of the survey’s the stu- 
dents feel that it is a rewarding 
educational alternative,” he said, 
adding that he would make it a 
priority to work with community 
leaders, education officials, and par- 
ents to bring such a school into the 
area. 

One benefit of having a Horace- 
Mann school, said Newhouse, is 
that the curriculum could be more 
specifically tailored to what the 
district’s needs are. 


Miceli, who is currently a mem- 
ber of Leadership and vice chair- 
man of the House Post Audit and 
Oversight Committee, said that he 
is also in favor of the Horace-Mann 
schools, 

“Chapter 46 was a bill that we 
enacted. We created the opportu- 
nity to for communities and inter- 
ested groups to become very much 
involved with charter schools,” 
Miceli said, pointing out that five 

Horace-Mann 

and 24 Common- 
i wealth charter 

schools have 
been developed 
with eight more 
of the latter ap- 
proved this year. 

“These aren’t 

promises. These 

are things we’ve 
actually accom- 
plished.” 

Miceli also 
stressed that a 
balance must be 
created between 
the charter 
schools and the 
public schools so 
that the public 
system is not ne- 
glected fundwise. 

“That's why 
we build safe- 
guards into the 

legislation that we put on the books. 
We don't want to do anything that 
would drain dollars from the public 
school system,” he said. 

On the topic of funding educa- 
tion reform, Miceli said that in this 
year’s budget alone nearly $2 bil- 
lion will be spent on improving the 
system. 

“In the legislature, we have fully 
funded education reform. In this 
year’s budget the minimum aid al- 
location for education has been in- 
creased from $75 to $100 per stu- 
dent,” Miceli said, adding that fund- 
ing for regional transportation has 
also been increased. 

Miceli also mentioned that edu- 
cation reform expires “on paper” in 
2000, and said that it will take some- 
one with his experience and in- 
volvement to ensure that it contin- 
ues, 

Newhouse also advocates re- 
maining committed to fully funding 
education and said that a long-term 
approach is needed. 

“Educationreform is not an over- 
night solution, and we must not be 
short-sighted when it comes to fund- 
ing. Over the long-term, we must 
earmark the money needed to fully 
implement this very important ini- 
tiative,” said Newhouse. 

Another mutual priority of the 


candidates is the upgrading of tech- 
nology inthe classroom. Newhouse, 
who is also vice president of the 
Wilmington Educational Founda- 
tion, pointed to the group's funding 
of Wilmington High School's new 
computer laboratory and added that 
he is in favor of wiring all the 
district's schools so they’re Inter- 
net-accessible 

“When I talk about ‘technology 
in the classroom,’ I am not talking 
about simply 
teaching children 
how to use com- 
puters, and I am 
not talking about 
replacing con- 
ventional learn- 
ing methods. Iam 
talking about us- 
ing technology to 
improve the qual- 
ity of education,” 
he said. 

In addition, 
Newhouse stated 
that in order for 
today’s genera- 
tion to competein 
the global 
economy, it is es- 
sential for them 
to possess tech- 
nological skills.

“They produce a very luxurious 
look,” comments Kraig. “Squint a little 
bit, and I think it's easy to see an heir- 
loom where you just had a tired cabinet 
before.” 


Neutrals Work Wonders 


If yours is one of the white laminate 
kitchens that dominated the housing r 
ket back in the 80s, paint can be a fantas- 
tic pick-me-upper. Hiller mentions that 
she recently saw such a kitchen, which 
had been given a dramatic new lease on 


life with a coat of deep raspberry on the | 


ceiling and soffits. 

“Before, this kitchen was white every- 
where,” she tells. “White cabinets, 
countertops, floor, walls and ceiling. 
it’s no wonder the owners found it cold 
and clinical. The infusion of raspberry 


gave it great warmth and personal style. 
Itdidn’t even look like the same kitchen.” 

However, if you have kitchen cabi- 
nets made of wood, she recommends 
sticking to neutral tones such as 
taupes, beiges, peach, soft gold, pale 
orange, and, of course, the entire spec- 
trum of whites, which ranges from 
snowy tones to creamy hues. 

Creating texture if you're working 
with neutrals is one of the tricks Hiller 
has taught viewers on the new decorat- 
ing show, Room-By-Room, where she 
is aco-hostess. 

“Start with a flat base coat,” she ex- 
plains. “Then sponge on a satin coat 
in the same color. 

Or you can mask off stripes, and 
paint every other stripe in a satiny fin- 
ish, Color-on-color finishes are easy 
to live with, yet very interesting.” 

She warns against using snowy 
whites in kitchens with almond-colored 
appliances. “Use creamy off-whites in- 
stead to avoid giving the appliances a 
dingy look,” she advises

Beware the 
seven errors 
of wood- 
siding 
application 


| 1. Flashing-Properly installing simple 
metal flashing over windows, doors 
and other horizontal surfaces pre 
vents water from penetrating the ex 
terior wall of the home. 

2. Caulking-All gaps around doors, win- 
dows and other wall openings should 
be filled with a long-life caulk as a bar- 
rier against water entry. 


3. Painting—Two coats of high quality, 
low- or no-chalking acrylic latex paint 
will protect the siding from the weather. 
Itis particularly important that paint is 
properly applied to the bottom edge as 
well as the face of the siding. 

4, Roof/Wall Detail-A two-inch clear- 
ance should be left between the roof 
and siding where the roof abuts a ver- 
tical wall, and the gap should be flashed 
to divert rain water. 

5. Concrete Contact-An air space or 
vapor retardant membrane must be kept 
between wood or wood composite sid- 
ing and masonry to prevent deteriora- 
tion of the siding. Siding must not come 
in direct contact with masonry. 

6. Grade Clearance—Maintaining a 
minimum six-inch clearance between 
the siding and finished landscape grade, 
will protect the siding. 

7. Rain Gutters—According to HUD 
Minimum Property Standards, rain 
gutters must be installed on any 
single story home with less than 12 
inch overhang.

The pos- 
sibilities are many — and common, 

A so-called “hard pan,” a layer of 
compressed soil too solid to allow 
proper root growth, could be the 
culprit. Or the soil might have be- 
come too acidic or too alkaline over 
time. An irrigation problem might 
be to blame, or too much shade 
Perhaps the wrong type of grass for 
the location was planted in the first 
place, or small but destructive bugs 
could be waging a turf war on the 
property. 


Renovation An Option 


Finding the source of the lawn 
problem doesn’t have to be costly. 
Soil samples and a clump of grass 
can be taken to the turf specialist at 
the nearest Cooperative Extension 
Service office. The specialist can 
identify the species of grass and 
whether it’s right for the local cli- 
mate. The soil will be tested to de- 
termine what additives, if any, need 
to be spread on the lawn to improve 
its condition.

A professional contractor can} 
spot hidden proble! and suggest 
remedies, If a renovation is needed, 
the contractor can remove existing; 
grass and weeds by scraping or cut- 
ting away the vegetation at a cost) 
of about $1,200 for 1,000 square, 
feet, The cost is much less if the 
contractor uses a non-selective her- 
bicide such as “Roundup”, which is, 
widely used in renovation work be- 
cause of its effectiveness and favor- 
able environmental characteristics 

After a herbicide is used, the con- 
tractor can seed grass through the 
dead lawn or easily remove it to get 
to bare ground. Ask the contractor 
to explain the pros and cons of each 
method. Also ask about the advan- 
tages and disadvantages of seeding 
or using sod, and about thé 
company's policy on return visits 
for touch-up work 

A professional contractor can be 
retained to care for the new lawn 
If you're going to handle the main- 
tenance yourself, be sure the con* 
tractor provides guidelines for wa:

for Route 129 by the Mass. Highway 
Department. The Rt. 129 Intersec- 
tion received an F rating, which is 
the worst rating. The level could be 
raised to a C or D only if the pro- 
posed improvements go through, 
according to Abend. He noted that 
the proposed plan would add 320 
cars entering and leaving the site 
over a 24 hour period.

tends to be the more aggressive 
one. He is self-confident and more 
carefree, taking the risky shots on 
the court.

even the wrong way. A conscious 
effort to try alternatives is often 
made by those who realize that 
the way they were raised was 
wrong, he explained. 

Covey attempted to impress 
on the parents in his audience 
that the key to a good, strong 
family life is to have a mission 
statement. 

“The key to a family mission 
is to have it in your heart, Covey 
said. 

Covey gave many tips to 
those present on some of the 
ways they can improve their 
family life and he interspersed 
those tips with anecdotes from 
his own family life as a brother, 
husband, father of 10, and 
grandfather to many. 

The tips included such ideas 
as getting a child involved in 
their own education by asking 
them to explain to you some of 
the concepts they learned in 
school. 

According to Covey, princi- 
ples are the basis to the circle of 
a family life. 

“A family is a natural system 


that abides by natural laws or 
principles,” he said. 

Another good tip for the par- 
ents was to make sure that they 
act as one unit rather than two 
single people that are married. 

Covey gave the example of 
two boards each capable of 
holding 650 pounds. However, 
placed together the two boards 
can hold over 5,000 pounds.

made up of several work groups 
that could get together in small 
numbers and talk about their 
problems. 

One of the workshop leaders, 
Dr. Hillary Turkewitz, PhD. of 
Winchester said that the value 
of the Conference is that it gives 
parents a chance to talk to each 
other about the issues they face 
on a day-to-day basis.

Turkewitz said.

groups such as Parent to Parent 
and the Family Action Network 
to pool resources with the Y. 

“When you pool your 
resources,” Turkewitz said, “it 
allows you to bring in more 
expertise and offers wider choic- 
es to the parents who partici- 
pate.” 

Turkewitz presented the 
workshop, Conflict Resolution in 
the Family (Parent/Child), 
which was well attended. She 
noted that parents of younger 
children are more eager to talk 
about their day to day problems 
of raising the children. 

“When we run programs for 
parents of adolescents it is more 
challenging,” Turkewitz said. 

She explained that parents 
are not as willing to talk about 
problems with drugs or alcohol 
and other problems that face 
teenagers as they are about the 
basic problems of the younger 
child. 

However, in her seminar the 
talk was about the different 
styles the parents have for con- 
flict resolution and the partici 
pants were ready to discuss 
them. 

This second annual Collab- 
oration and Conference is part 
of the culmination of a process 
that started several years ago at 
the Parish of the Epiphany 
Episcopal Church in Winchester, 
according to last year's co-chair 
people, Louise Sawyer and Lisa 
Craig. 

Craig said, “It took a couple 
of years to culminate in a con- 
ference.” Sawyer explained that 
the YMCA provided all of the 
child care for last year’s confer- 


ence “free of charge. Then they 
offered to take it over this year.” 

Craig. said, “That was our 
vision, to establish a prototype 
and then have a collaborator 
take it over. This was the com- 
pletion of our project.” 

To go back to the beginning, 
the project started as an out 
reach program by the church. 

The pair explained that small 
groups from the church conduct- 
ed surveys of schools and other 
groups and found the need for a 
parenting conference. 

The response to an intial 
meeting at Winchester Town 
Hall was so large that the first 
Collaboration and Conference 
came about with several groups, 
including the Y, Parent to 
Parent and Family Action 
Network helping out. Other col- 
laborators at this years confer- 
ence were the EnKa Society, 
Winchester Hospital and the 
Winchester Board of Health. 

There was also a book sale 
table provided by Book Ends on 
Main Street. 

Sawyer said, “The response 
was so large at the Town Hall 
Meeting that we envisioned a 
day long conference.” 

Craig said that the first col- 
laboration came together very 
nicely and although many of the 
speakers were from the commu- 
nity, about 60 people participat- 
ed from several area communi- 
ties, 

By comparison, this year 
almost 200 people were in atten- 
dance from communities 
throughout New England.

“For the second year in a 
row, the Wakefield drop out rate 
continued to fall, reading an all 
time low of just 0.5 percent for 
1997-1998, or a total of six stu- 
dents,” notes the Wakefield edi- 
tion of the “Daily Times 
Chronicle.” 

“Several years ago, our drop 
out rate approached the ctate 
rate of 3.4 percent, explained 
Nancy Minichiello, High School 
Guidance Counselor. ‘This year 
we are tied as the second lowest

Minichiello says she doesn’t like 
to lose even one student. While 
Wakefield has put a number of 
drop out prevention programs in 
place at the high school level, 
she and the School Committee 
are anxious to hear the report of 
the committee headed by Marge 
McGrath, Assistant to the 
Superintendent and Dolbeare 
Principal, about ideas which 
would identify and then target 
at-risk children beginning in the 
elementary grades. 

“The earlier we can reach 
these children and intervene, 
the better,” said Minichiello. 
Adding that, while the 1995-96 
school year was the wake up call 
for the school department on the 
drop out problem with 31 stu- 
dents leaving school before 
graduation, the good news is 
that 20 of those same drop outs 
have received their General 
Equivalence Diploma (GED).
